HO has npot known BSwitzer-
Iand the past five years knows
not the Bwitzerland of today.

The early summer of 1911
indieated that the heat was to
be unusual In Italy, and that
we must leave our villa on the

‘heighta near S, Minlato for some cool retreat,

land Bwitzerland was decided upon. Our &ap-

\proach thither wae by Lago di Como, plan-

‘ning to remaln a few days at Tramezzo, where

'the summer preceding we had enjoyed for

‘mearly two weeks, the companionship of sev-

eral American friends,

From Tramezzo we took steamer for Menag
\glo, crossed by the rallroad to Porlezza on Lake
Lugano. over which wé salled, past Lugano to
'Capo di Lago and by the "rack and pinlon™ rail-
road to Monte Generoso, conceded to offer the
‘'widest, most varled, and beautiful expanse of
/mountain ecenery in Switzerland, ite only rival
ithe Gorner Grat.

In our approach down the Lake of Lucerne
by the historic point where Tell jumped
ushore, pust the Rigi, and the many summits
thal rise from the shores of that historic lake,
we began to observe the wonderful results of
Swiegs energy and abllity, The rack and pinfon
rallrond takes one {o the summit of Pilatus,
about 6.000 feat altitnde, whera the night may
!be passed In a large comfortable hotel, and
Ireturns you to Lucerns mext morning for the
fmoderate charge of twenty-five [rancs, cov-
jering all chargea for the excursion, The rack
and pinfon also ascends the Rigi some 56,000
feat, on whose summits are seyeral good ho-
tels, The general impression made by such
ascent was well voleed, I think, by an Amerl-
can girl, whom I overheard saying: "I was
ireally disappointed with the Rigl, but I am
glad 1 went up, for I should always have
thought I had missed much if I had not gone.”
The funlcular rallroad takes one to Burgen-
stock, Stanserthorn, and also Sonnenberg and
Gutsch.

As, even in this age of travel, not every
one goes to Switzerland, or has observed the
difference In prineiple of construction hetween
the rack and pinion and the funlculur, | may
say here that the former has a middle rall on
the roandbed, set with teeth deep and broad,
and the motor car usually has four cylinders
with similar teeth, each cylinder so succes-
sively revolving nas to reclprocally fnusert its
teeth between the teeth of the middle rail,
and so force the car up. It usually descends
by gravily, controlled by brakes, In elther
case moving at very slow pace, rarely six
miles an hour, It 18 obviously much safer
than the funicular, having 80 much more hold-
ing surface, and nowhere depending upon a
single support. The funicular Is run by a
single cable on the prineiple of the elevator.
It has the advaniage of being uasbie on much
steeper grades than the rack and pinfon can
be run on, even at nn angle over 60 per cent,
while the rack and pinfon seldom exceeds 25
per cent, and usually runs at about 20 per
cent. Both systems are armed with very ef-
ficlent brakes, but in case of mishap I should
prefer to be on the “rack and pinfon.”

The ascent of the Wetternorn 18 made by
a car suspended from a cable dangling In mid-
alr. The ride across the 8. Uothard from
Lugnano to Lucerne had been Interesting. We
were now (o attempt an even wilder pass, the
Brunig, on our way to Interlaken, mainly tak-
en over by the “rack and pinion.” The de-
velopment in the rural region Is remarkabile,
and particularly In recent years, The view of
the Jungfrau from the park at Interlaken was
nbt nearly as attractive as It was last vear,
when in the very cool summer it was com-
pletely covered with glistening snow nnd ice

The coursge and shrewdness of the Swiss
is shown In reaching out from the old estab-
lished centers to new Nelds, selected becuuse
of thelr favorable exposures; sometimes ap-
proached by the funicular, or rack and pinlon,

metimes only over a donkey puath, and even
f:r miles on foot. Sans-Fee, for example, at
6,000 feet altitude 18 so approached Irom the
Visp to Zermatt,

We met a gray-haired rector of the Church
of England and hils grown daughters, who
were all to walk for five hours, mostly up
grade, from the station to Saoms Fee.

In the solld rock, hundreds of feet below the
surface, The only light, alr, and outlook are
through wide apertures cut through the solig

slde) you are completely entombed In solid
rock heneath great hodles of snow and ice
In the very heart ol the Swiss mountaing.

It 18 the loftlest tunmnel In Hurope prob-
ably In the world, measuring ten feet wide
and fourteen feet three Inches In helght, cut
through llmestone so hard and tenacious that
8 lining of masonry Is unnecessary.
